*x ARUBA [and non]. FM in Aruba --- Tuesday night my wife and I 
returned from a vacation of 5 nights in Aruba. This was our second 
trip there. I took my Eton Traveler III and my RTL2832 820T dongle 
along with me. As an antenna for the dongle I took along three feet of 
copper wire to stick into the center conductor of the coax. I 
monitored the FM band in the mornings and late at night. We were on 
the third floor with a south facing window which was the best 
direction for me. 


Aruba has four languages: Papiamento, English, Spanish and Dutch. 
Every Aruba native speaks Papiamento, which sounds like Spanish to me 
but with other sounds mixed in. It seems almost every Aruban also 
speaks English, Spanish or both. Most visitors to Aruba come from 
either the US or Venezuela. The local currency is the floren but 
everybody deals in dollars and many cash registers are full of dollars 
only. Restaurant prices are shown in dollars. English is everywhere. 


With that in mind, every station in Aruba broadcasts in Papiamento 
except 93.1 which is English (religious) almost all of the time. 
Commercials are in Papiamento or Spanish or English. A bunch of 
non-English commercials may include one or two in English. IDs by most 
stations are in English. Some use English jingles.

Five of the Oranjestad stations use RDS. The Pty codes not reflect 
the type of programming.

Cuman- was 
mentioned often on 106.9. There is a station on 106.9 in Cuman- but 
the town is on the coast, but about 400 miles east. I'd be amazed if 
it were them. I'd look for something closer to Aruba.

Another flaw is that they loosely refer to the name of the state-owned 
radio station, Radio-TElEvision Nationale du Burundi (RTBN). Now I'd 
like to ask native English speakers to see the last article because I 
don't understand where station director Jerome Nzokirantevye works. Do 
I think well that he works for RTBN? 


During the coup attempt 3 radio stations were attacked: 

- 1 pro-Nkurunziza station: REMA radio and television station 

- 2 anti-Nkurunziza radio station: Bonesha FM and Radio Publique 
Africaine (RPA). 


I think all mentioned stations are FM stations and no mediumwave or 
shortwave stations in Burundi. 


I hope this will help you to understand the news made by international 
news wires coming out of Burundi. I'm not an expert in Burundian 
affairs. It is possible that this article contains some errors, so, if 
yes, you shall point them out, this will be helpful for every of us. 
It were better if these big media organizations with meaningful 
resources would not be lazy to report at least radio and television 
station names accurately.

GUN CLASHES RAGE ON IN BURUNDI AS RADIO STATION ATTACKED 
Posted Thursday, May 14, 2015 | by- MOSES HAVYARIMANA 


BUJUMBURA, Thursday --- Burundi's influential independent African 
Public Radio (RPA) station came under attack amid the confusion over 
the coup against President Pierre Nkurunziza. 


The RPA station was hit by a rocket and set ablaze by pro-Nkurunziza 
police and ruling party youth, according to media boss and rights 
activist Innocent Muhozi. 


RPA, which was closed by the government at the start of the 
anti-Nkurunziza protests, had only resumed broadcast a few hours 
earlier before it was bombed. 


Several other radio stations were attacked overnight, hours after 
protesters torched Rema radio and television, which is associated with 
the ruling party. 


"We condemn the attacks on media houses and they should let the media 
operate freely," said Mr Alexandre Niyungeko, the chair of the Burundi 
Journalists Union. 

Mr Niyungeko pointed out that he did not know who attacked which 
stations, but regretted that they happened despite the army's promise 


of security everywhere. 


Meanwhile, gun battles continued in the capital Bujumbura between 
those for and against the overthrow of President Nkurunziza. 


The army in Burundi Wednesday announced a coup d'etat against 
President Nkurunziza's government. 


WANT BLOODSHED 


General Godefroid Niyombare, a powerful former intelligence chief, 


announced the coup attempt on radio hours after the president left for 
a Burundi mediation summit in Tanzania. 


President Nkurunziza, in a Twitter message, called for calm and said 
the situation in the country was under control. 


However, the Burundi leader remains in Dar es Salaam after soldiers 
behind the coup announcement took over the airport and stopped him 
from flying back to the country after the aborted regional summit in 
Tanzania. 


Laurent Kavakure, Burundi's Minister of Foreign Affairs said in Dar es 
Salaam that the "ousted" president would be going back to Burundi 
later on Thursday. 


The minister spoke at Serena Hotel in Dar where the Burundi leader had 
also been accommodated after failing to fly back to Bujumbura. 


Mr Kavakure did not say how the Mr Nkurunziza would get back to the 
crisis-torn country. The president's whereabouts on Thursday morning 
was not disclosed. 


Tanzania's Foreign Affairs minister Bernard Membe separately told 
journalists he did not know where Mr Nkurunziza was. 


ARMY DIVIDED 


The army is divided, with the coup plotters holding the airport while 
the Nkurunziza loyalists are reported to be in charge of the national 
radio and television. 


Army Chief of Staff Maj-Gen Prime Niyongabo took to the national radio 
to condemn the coup. 


"We are going to make sure that the army stays united and we will do 
our best to capture those who have declared a coup against President 
Nkurunziza," he said. 


However, Maj-Gen Niyombare said troops under his command would seek to 
seize the broadcaster, seen as an important asset in mobilising 
national support. 


"We didn't want bloodshed yesterday since it was still the first day, 
but what we can say is that soon we are going to attack the premises, " 


said one of the army generals. 


FACTS ON BURUNDI 


x Colonised by the Belgians, French is the most spoken language 
although Burundians have been slowly adopting English to be fully 
part of the EAC. 


x Gained independence on July 1, 1962 and established a 
constitutional monarch but ethnic violence between Hutus and 
Tutsis erupted a year later forcing thousands of Hutus to flee to 
neighbouring Rwanda. 


* Has a gross domestic product per capita of just $268, making it 
the poorest country in the East African Community. 


* Burundi has only known full peace since 2008 after Nkurunziza's 
government signed a ceasefire agreement with last rebel groups, 
Palipehutu-FNL. 


* Has had six coups and coup attempts, the first attempt against its 
then monarch Mwami Mwambutsa IV was in 1965 but which was violently 
suppressed. The last coup was in 1996 by Pierre Buyoya, the same man 
who had engineered a similar coup in 1988. 


x In 1966, Mwambutsa was deposed by his son Prince Ntare who would be 
deposed the same year by then Tutsi Prime Minister Michel Micombero in 
November. 


*x Micombero ruled for ten years before being deposed by then Burundian 
Deputy Chief of Staff Jean-Baptiste Bagaza in another military coup. 


x In 1981, Burundi became a one-party state but another coup 
engineered by Pierre Buyoya deposed Bagaza in 1998. This would be the 
fourth such coup but which resulted in another spate of violence. 


*x A new constitution in 1992 was adopted after a referendum to return 
to multi-party system. 


x In 1993, Burundians elected Melchior Ndadaye who became the first 
elected President in that country's history. He would be assassinated 
the same year. 


* Burundi has had one prime minister (Pierre Ngendandumwe) and two 
presidents assassinated; Ngendandumwe was killed in 1965 followed 
a political squabble over his post. 


x Mr Ndadaye was assassinated in October 1993 by Tutsi soldiers while 
Cyprien Ntaryamira who replaced him through a parliamentary 
appointment was killed after a plane which was also carrying Rwandan 
president JuvEnal Habyarimana was shot down over Kigali in April 1994. 


* The shooting of the plane led to civil war which claimed about 
250,000 Burundian lives. 


* In 1997, regional countries imposed economic sanctions for the 
first time on Burundi, forcing rebels to negotiate for peace in 
Arusha, Tanzania. 


* 17 parties signed the Arusha Accord in 2000 and in 2001, Buyoya 
became the transitional president. 


* In 2005, Nkurunziza was endorsed in 2005 endorsed by legislators 
to be president for five years in a power-sharing deal that was 
meant to absorb all the ethnic communities in the country.

BURUNDI: REINFORCEMENTS FOR PUTSCHISTS ON THE MOVE TO BUJUMBURA 
14 May 2015 By Theophile Harushyamagara 


The Rwanda Focus sources in the Burundi capital Bujumbura have 
reported that troops from Camp Mwaro, are now moving to Bujumbura with 
heavy reinforcement in support of the coup. Ngozi town has already 
fallen to soldiers backing the coup while the Presidential palace is 
in the hands of soldiers loyal to the coup leader, Gen. Godefroid 
Niyombare. This confirms earlier reports The Rwanda Focus was getting 
from Bujumbura that Camp Ngozi was supporting the coup. 


The estranged President of Burundi, Pierre Nkurunziza, has been unable 
to return home following an attempted coup that took place while he 
was out of the country. The BBC reports that Nkurunziza has returned 
to Tanzania where he was attending a 13th EAC extra ordinary summit. 


Nkurunziza flew back from a summit in Tanzania, but the airport had 
been sealed off to stop him from landing. His plane reportedly 
returned to Tanzania. 


Meanwhile, Esdras Ndikumana, a Radio France International (RFI) 
correspondent in Burundi, reported that heavy fighting has been taking 
place in the Burundian capital this morning between soldiers loyal to 
the president and those who back the coup. 


Confusion remains as to whether the coup has been successful or not. 
Nkurunziza was expected to return to Bujumbura on Wednesday evening 
but the coup leader, Maj. Gen. Godefroid Niyombare, said he was not 


welcome. 


But Gen. Prime Niyongabo , the Burundi Armed Forces chief and 


Nkurunziza loyalist, said in a radio broadcast that the coup had been 
quelled. 


Shortly after Nkurunziza left Tanzania, Jakaya Kikwete, the current 
president of the East African Community (EAC), read out a statement 
condemning the "coup" and called for a return to constitutional rule. 


According to RFI reports, protestors last evening burnt down REMA, a 
pro-Nkurunziza radio station and in the early hours of the morning, 
Imbonerakure, a youth militia loyal to the ruling party, reiterated by 
hurling grenades at Bonesha FM and firing a rocket at RPA, the two 
private radio stations which were used by Gen. Niyombare to dismiss 
Nkurunziza's government. 


The BBC reported that Nkurunziza's loyalists still control the 
Presidential palace and main radio offices. 


While announcing the coup yesterday, Niyombare denounced Nkurunziza's 
leadership, saying the President's third term bid violated the 
Constitution. 


"The masses vigorously and tenaciously reject President Nkurunziza's 
third-term mandate. President Nkurunziza has been relieved of his 
duties and his government has been overthrown," Gen. Niyombare said 
before ordering the closure of the airport to prevent President 
Nkurunziza's plane from landing. 


Condemnations 


The EAC summit has condemned the coup and called for a return to 
constitutional order, a statement issued yesterday from EAC 
secretariat reads. 


It adds: "The situation in Burundi is not conducive for elections and 
the summit calls upon the authorities to postpone the elections for a 
period not beyond the mandate of the current government. As the region 
continues to consult with all stakeholders to make sure that the 
situation in Burundi normalizes and elections can be held in a free, 
fair and peaceful manner in respect of the Constitution of Burundi, 
the laws of Burundi and the Arusha peace and reconciliation agreement, 
the summit condemns violence and calls on all parties to make sure 
that violence stops." 


The EAC warned that the region will not hesitate to intervene if 
violence escalates in Burundi. 


Meanwhile, the chairwoman of the Commission of the African Union (AU), 
Dr. Nkosazana Dlamini Zuma, has condemned the coup in Burundi, saying 


it violates the rule of law and democracy as enshrined in the 
Constitutive Act and the African Charter on Democracy, Elections and 
Governance. 


"In this respect, the Chairperson condemns in the strongest terms the 
coup attempt in Bujumbura, calls for the return to constitutional 
order and urges all stakeholders to exercise restraint and refrain 
from any act of violence likely to lead to further loss of lives, 
population displacement and destruction of property," the AU press 
release reads. 


Zuma reiterated the AU's appeal to all the Burundian stakeholders, 
within the framework of the country's Constitution and in the spirit 
of the Arusha Peace and Reconciliation Agreement to accept the 
recommendations of the EAC summit, end all acts of violence and 
intimidation, respect fundamental human rights and freedoms and engage 
in genuine dialogue which will contribute to peace and stability in 
Burundi and create a conducive atmosphere for free and fair elections.

BURUNDI COUP BID: PRESIDENT RETURNS TO BUJUMBURA --- 14 May 2015 


Burundi's President Pierre Nkurunziza has returned to the country and 
his troops say they are in control of key locations, a day after a 
coup attempt. Mr Nkurunziza announced his return on the Burundi 
presidency Twitter site. 


There were earlier fierce clashes in the capital, Bujumbura, 
particularly at the state radio office, but they are now said to have 
subsided. Five soldiers are reported killed. 


Mr Nkurunziza had been in Tanzania when the coup began on Wednesday. 
There has been no new statement from the general who announced the 
coup. Protests began in Burundi on 26 April when Mr Nkurunziza said he 
was seeking a third term, a move his opponents said was 
unconstitutional. 


The coup was launched by Maj Gen Godefroid Niyombare, a former ally of 
the president, on Wednesday after Mr Nkurunziza travelled to Dar es 
Salaam, Tanzania's largest city, to attend a summit on the crisis. 


Timeline of events 


Reports late on Wednesday said the president had tried to fly back to 
Burundi but was forced to return to Tanzania as he could not land. 


However, Burundian presidential spokesman Willy Nyamitwe told the BBC 


on Thursday that the president had left Tanzania and was "safe and 
sound". 


He later confirmed that Mr Nkurunziza was in Burundi but would give no 
more details due to "security reasons". 


He had earlier told Radio France Internationale: "The loyalist army is 
present, his advisers are present and the government is present. The 
country, then, continues to function." 


‘Fighting has stopped' 


Army chief of staff Gen Prime Niyongabo told the BBC's Maud Jullien 
the number of soldiers backing the coup had fallen. 


"On Wednesday evening we gave them the chance to rejoin the army to 
avoid a bloodbath. But they tried to attack the radio station today - 
the army repelled the attack. 


"We are in control of all strategic points in the country. Burundi is 
a democratic nation. The army does not interfere in politics. We are 
obliged to follow the constitution." 


BBC correspondents say the streets seem to be mainly in the control of 
loyalist police, and the airport has reopened, which would appear to 
confirm reports it too is in loyalist hands. 


However, coup spokesman Venon Ndabaneze earlier insisted insurgent 
troops were in control of "virtually the entire city". 


Fighting erupted at the state radio building after the {Radio- 
TElEvision Nationale du Burundi - RTBNt station 
had broadcast a message from Mr Nkurunziza condemning the coup. 


"I thank soldiers who are putting things in order, and I forgive any 
soldier who decides to surrender," he said.

It is quiet in the streets in the centre of Bujumbura at the moment 
and I can see that some people have ventured out. 


In the morning we woke to the news that the loyalists had launched an 
attack on private radio stations, which were taken off air, and then 
there was a struggle between rival factions in the army over control 
of the national broadcaster. The TV is not on air, but radio is 
playing Kirundi music. The broadcasts have been on and off. 


There is no confirmation about the whereabouts of Gen Niyombare and we 
have not heard from him since his announcement of the coup on private 
radio on Wednesday. 


The station briefly stopped broadcasting during the attack. But 
station director Jerome Nzokirantevye was soon back on air, saying: 
"Now the fighting has stopped we can resume. It is still loyalist 
soldiers who are in control." 


Control of the national broadcaster is key because it is the only 
outlet still broadcasting outside the capital. 


The two private radio stations have been shut down. The most popular - 
Radio Publique Africaine - was burnt down overnight after broadcasting 
the coup announcement. 


Thousands of people had taken to the streets on Wednesday to celebrate 
the announcement of the coup, marching on the centre of Bujumbura 
alongside soldiers. 


Tens of thousands flee 


The unrest began after the 51-year-old president said he would run for 
re-election in June. Opponents said this contravened the constitution, 
which states a president can only be elected to two terms. 


Mr Nkurunziza argued he was entitled to a third term because he was 
first appointed to the role by parliament in 2005, rather than 
elected. Earlier this month, the country's constitutional court upheld 
his interpretation. 


More than 20 people have died and tens of thousands of Burundians have 
fled to neighbouring states since the unrest began.

My first contacts here about Latin American DX actually were done in 
2013.

not only had ditched that logo in 1999 but had been renamed in 2004 
(after the collapse of the Colombian mixed structure television 
system). I emailed about it and ended up in contact not just with 
Danny but with Christopher Dunne, who had me confirm something related 
to one of his own DX catches in the 90s (he had netted Canal A around 
1995 or so). 


What happened in Colombia is just a rare species. The television 
system was dominated by the state until the summer of 1998 when two 
new fully private TV networks took to the air. The problem is that 
meting out chunks of time to different production companies did not 
produce big, vertically integrated and stable broadcasters, and the 
1997 auction took two of the three best and ripped them right out of 
the system. From there the Asian/Latin American economic crisis of 
1998 kicked in and much of the system collapsed within five years. 


The government ended up having to liquidate and replace the state 
broadcaster as well, because its pension liabilities grew to be too 
much. Canal A is now SeQal Institucional, which in turn spends half 
its week running Colombian C-SPAN and the other half running boring 
public affairs programming. (I wrote the Wikipedia articles that deal 
with this aspect of Colombian television history, which represented 
the first English-language explanation of the system and its 
collapse.) 


Eventually I realized there was a lot of Mexico information missing, 
and with the digital transition ahead and major legal changes in 
progress, there was a lot to put out there. I ran into the DXer forum, 
then the general forum, learned what a shadow channel was, read 
boatloads of concessions and other documents, and joined these forums. 
Since then I've been able to do some amazing things when it comes to 
keeping the community up to date and I've seen the progress Mexico has 
made in its digital transition. Seriously, they are actually looking 
competent. [tag:] I speak Spanish so you don't have to (Raymie

Televisa blew all of us away with its tremendous selection of channels 
in Manzanillo... 


XHMAW-TDT 16, XHCC-TDT 42, XHBZ-TDT 14. None of that makes any sense 
whatsoever! (At least to those who care beyond virtual channels.) The 
stations should really be 42/17/16. 


Mark my words: XHMAW-TDT 42 is going to show up in the IFT tables at 
the next update (Raymie Humbert, AZ, May 15, Raymie’s Mexico Beat, 
WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


Staying in the state of Colima, Azteca's digital channels have been 
down or in flux for quite some time now, most of the last month. 


We first thought it had to do with election material. Now we're 
learning it could be because Azteca needed to install the main station 
(Atenquique) instead of the Cerro de la Cumbre shadows. Here's how our 
poster puts it: 


"When Televisa came on Azteca received a message to get them to 
sign on in digital as well, by orders of the department of Nacho P 
[JosE Ignacio Peralta S-nchez, Subsecretary of Communications and PRI 
gubernatorial candidate for Colima]. They were already distributing 
TVs so they wanted Colima to have full HD service. So they brought 
over equipment from Atenquique, just an exciter, two IRDs [Integrated 
Receiver-Decoders] and two amplifiers to go on air with 350 watts. 
Then the auditor blew the whistle and they brought the equipment back 
to Atenquique. The problem was that this was low-power equipment, not 
a full transmitter; they were sanctioned, and what they mentioned is 
that in many cities they do not have full-power transmitters, just 
low-power equipment to give them DTV presence. ... The Azteca folks 
are already working to get back on air but when, who knows. The Harris 
equipment has already arrived but there's nowhere to put it, not even 
any new building work to expand the transmitter shack...there's just 
the equipment, nothing else. There's no date set yet." 


Well, that's a setback. It actually is political too. The SCT seems to 
have pressured Azteca into getting something on air for those TV 
distributions, and it also helps that the same guy is running for 
governor for the PRI in Colima. But the technical auditor didn't like 
what he was seeing (it sounds like Azteca didn't even have a real 


transmitter on site) and wanted Azteca to build its Atenquique main 
station. 


If this is how Azteca is doing business elsewhere, no wonder their 
stations are so hard to reel in. This explains the very low ERPs 
observed in other cities, like Tampico and Valladolid Yuc. (Raymie 
Humbert, May 19, ibid.)

Hello Everyone, Sorry if I have been unable to respond to your emails 
in a timely fashion. But over the last few weeks I have been in talks 


with the United Nations Development Assistance Framework and their 
staff in Katmandu, to help in the shipment of sic 500 watt 
transmitters and 1/4 wave antennas. 


As you're aware, in the [last] few weeks Nepal has been hit by two 
massive earthquakes that have killed and injured thousands of people. 
Now, while Radio Nepal, the state broadcaster has been largely 
unaffected by the quakes and after shocks, many of the smaller 
community stations outside Katmandu have been knocked off air and have 
been seriously damaged. 


Working with a local FM transmitter manufacturer in Taiwan, we have 
been able to secure 6/500 watt transmitters and antennas that will be 
sent to six stations. These transmitter have an adjustable power 
output starting from 50 watts all the way to 500 watts. The stations 
are located in: Birgani, Dhankuta, Jumla, Silgarhi, Pokhara and 
Kodari.

Haven't heard any pirates lately earlier in the evening, so 
surprised to find one on so late, and then another on 6875. 


It seems the mostly-eastern pirate monitoring crew were not expecting 
anything this late either, as the only log at hfunderground is unID:

when I quit. Not the same as the 6950 station.

I also was just barely 
hearing talk that I assume was KOKC running 12.5 kW with its STA using 
one of its old half wavelength towers. After the tornado the temporary 
tower is around one quarter wavelength and the power is 10 kW. I don't

Up at 1323 UT, it’s the first thing I 
try again, and there it is on the FRG-7 with E/W longwire (and Altus 
is SSW), quite readable steady signal with good modulation in M&M 
sports discussion about football, hockey, MLB.

I measured the frequency at 1400 UT when there was still enough signal 
to do so on the DX-398 compared to WWV 2500.000, using only interior 
random wire. By now it’s weakening a bit, but the signal has been 
quite steady and I wouldn't be surprised if, local noise level 
permitting, it’s audible all day here. The city-to-city distance Altus 
to Enid is 236 km = 147 statute miles. Today's Enid SR/SS = 1125 
UT/0131 UT. Have yet to check for it in the evenings. 


Neither in the night nor the day have I yet been able to detect any 
carrier on the lo side of 1450, leading me to suspect that KWHW is so 
out of order that most (all?) of its 668 watts are mistuned, going out 
on the second harmonic! However, KWHW never makes it here on daytime 
groundwave, 1450 instead a tossup between the two other OK stations, 
KSIW Woodward and KGFF Shawnee. It seems I have never made a definite 
log of KWHW 1450 altho maybe as a SAH against the others. 


As with all harmonix, as long as they are not doing damage to a legit 
occupant of the frequency, and none are known on 2900, I urge DXers to 
let them be, do not complain, do not contact the station for a QSL 
lest they be led to £ix the problem before more of us can hear it. 


Tnx to Dave Valko’s tip, who first heard it in PA May 14 at 0946 past 
1000 UT, measured on 2899.753, and wondered if I could hear the 
fundamental on 1449.877. 


2899.75 approx., further chex of the KWHW Altus second harmonic: 


Q112 UT May 16, there it is with YL talk, phone-in, vs heavy storm 
noise from TX panhandle area. 


0128 UT May 16, I try to hear any trace of a LAH below 1450, but 
cannot. Really not transmitting on the fundamental?? 


How about higher harmonix? I check 4350 and 5800, May 16 at 1137 UT, 
but nothing. There's a big ute circa 4345. 


1142 UT, 2900- is still audible with narrative, western accent, and 
may well be that syndicated cowboy show with Red whatshisname, then 
C&W song. 


KWHW has an active website, http://kwhw.com but apparently with no 
plain old program schedule, a defect of so many stations. What are 
they thinking??? 


Has a variety of rotating slogans. Shown on the website logo are PURE 
COUNTRY and Love Our Country. Positioning implies they apply 
respectively to AM and FM, so not duplicating? I hear dual IDs as if 
they are. Separate streams are also offered. The K of the callsign is 
a boot with a notch at the top. 


At 1238 UT, a bit stronger with C&W music. Still audible at 1408 UT, 
but weaker. 1411 canned YL ID as *‘The home of the ----, KWHW'', 
probably referring some local SBG team, sounded like with E’s in it. 
Website mentions Lady Bulldogs for BKB, out of season but with a camp 
pending. Then into a ‘honky-tonk* tune. 1418 UT, **KWHW AM & FM ---- 
another slogan I can’t copy. 1423 UT some ads; 1430 UT °° KWHW 93.5 and 
AM 1450°*° by same YL. Time to turn off and tune in Mexican TVDX. 


2899.75 approx., May 18 at 0552 tune-in, ~‘AM Stereo 1450, KWHW and 
93.5, together loving our country’* --- one of a large variety of 
canned slogan IDs all voiced by same YL, never mentioning 2900! and 
into music. Good and steady signal, S9+20 on the FRG-7 with E-W 
longwire, best heard yet and not much storm noise now. 


Altus harmonic is still radiating for the fifth day. If one did not 
know better, could easily be taken for an intentional ‘SW’ broadcast, 
far outstripping the JBA signal sometimes on 2660 from KGLD Tyler TX. 
Still not a trace of a carrier on what would be the fundamental on the 
low side of 1450, night or day. So would the AM stereo decode on 
2900v? Not listed on 1450 as $ in NRC AM Log. Why doesn’t she say 
their FM is stereo too, as it surely must be? (Glenn Hauser, Enid, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1774, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


2899.75, KWHW, Altus, OK, A readable signal here again at 0936, so 
stayed with it and caught the weather ending with i0pure country KWHWi 


ID, then another canned ID by M at 0959. Wasnit as fady today as 
yesterday but the peaks were better yesterday.

*x*x OKLAHOMA. Another tornado outbreak Saturday evening May 16 led the 
OKC TV stations again to drop everything for wall-to-wall storm 
coverage. As usual, the only network news making it thru was CBS° at 
2230 UT, shifted from KWTV RF 39 to its substation KSBI RF 23; but at 
2300 UT, back to KSBI regular programming. I suppose the primetime 
schedule after 0000 UT May 17 again went back to channel **52°°, 
unchecked. NBC viewers of KFOR RF 27 out of luck until 0330 UT for SNL 
season finale. KOCO again shifted ABC from 5.1 to 5.2, pre-empting 
MeTV on RF 7. 


OKC didn’t get hit, after tornados broke out to the west, but as the

*“*Your station playing only Him-balanced [?] music ---** but still no 
real ID. (At 2052 UT, KRXO ID makes it thru, i.e. the OKC 250-watt 
translator K283BW to which Classic Rock KRXO 107.7 has been demoted). 


Finally at 2101 UT May 18 on the DX-398 with antenna vertical I retain 
a weak signal, ©‘You're listening to hymnbalancedradio.com [?] and 
KZBU[?] FM Mooreland’*, 2103 into USA Radio ‘‘news*° 


So this is really KZZW in Mooreland OK, little town just east of 
Woodward, as listed by WTFDA with 62/62 kW and 366/366 meters, format 
as CHR, which certainly is not the case now. Only from

So I gave them too much cuteness credit for ~“‘Him- or Hymn-balanced’°. 
I have a feeling this doesn’t originate in Mooreland or even Woodward. 


I wonder how long KZZW has been on the air, but such basic info is not 
easily found at FCC FM Query. I do find that the original licensee, 
Brooke Williams Trissel, changed her name last year following a 
divorce from Matthew Wayne Trisell, in Williamson County TX, to Brooke 
Deann Williams, of Irving TX. 


And the classical is only incidental to the Christian. Info at radio- 
locator shows original power was 250 watts, license granted March 30, 
2012, but CP for **62 kW may now be on air’, and that was to expire 
on April 15, 2015. I'd say, it is on air, yes indeed. Probably just 
made it. Predicted coverage map shows fringe contour reaching into our 
western Garfield County from site SSW of Woodward in its county.

The US Congress is making another attempt at reforming US [government- 
funded] international broadcasting, which includes the Voice of 
America [VOA]. 


The House Foreign Affairs Committee has introduced legislation 
Thursday [14 May] that would establish the US International 
Communications Agency to replace the current Broadcasting Board of 
Governors (BBG). 


The BBG oversees civilian government broadcasters Voice of America 
(VOA) and TV/Radio Marti, as well as government-funded independent 
broadcasters Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty (RFE/RL), Radio Free Asia 
(RFA) and the Middle East Broadcasting Network (MBN). 


Under the proposed legislation, VOA, TV/Radio Marti and the 
International Broadcasting Bureau (IBB), which provides technical and 
administrative support, would be consolidated under the new agency 
with its own chief executive officer. 


RFE/RL, RFA and MBN would be consolidated into a second agency to be 
known as the Freedom News Network, overseen by a separate board of 
directors and a chief executive officer. 


Rep. Ed Royce (R-California) says the reform of the BBG is needed so 
"more of the agency's budget can be spent countering foreign 
propaganda - and not on Washington bureaucrats." 


A hearing on the legislation is scheduled for May 21. Similar 
legislation passed the House of Representatives in July 2014, but 
failed to be considered by the Senate before the congressional term 
ended.

What's a sampling system? Could this have any bearing on the power or

It means they can't tell whether the pattern is correct. The sampling 
system uses a small loop antenna (one turn) to sample a bit of the RF 
at each tower. That sample is fed back to a "phase monitor" in the 
transmitter building. This monitor determines whether the phase 

and amplitude of the power in each tower is correct. If it's xnotx 
correct, the directional pattern will be wrong. Failure of the 
sampling system does not, in itself, affect the transmitted signal.

0208 UT tune ends and awaiting ID, announcement, or seguE, 
but nothing, as if signed off, which a graveyarder would not need to 
do. Probably just an automation SNAFU (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx US A. Out driving yesterday, when my wife and I passed a run-down 

sign that was so sun-bleached as to almost be unreadable. But a quick 

glance at the business associated with the sign made me realize that I 
was looking at W-B-E-Y, 1370 AM. 


I turned around and went back for a closer look. A quick turn of the 
dial told me that the station was off the air; and I couldn't recall 
if it was in my log book at home. I took a few pictures using my cell 
phone camera, as we had a look around. 


In back of the building was a large fiberglass C-Band satellite dish, 
that I imagined had once received programming from some other source. 
But no evidence of an STL link. Instead, I found a tall telephone pole 
with what looked like the remains of a 40 meter dipole mounted near 
the top. 50 ohm coax ran from inside the building to the top of the 


pole. Could someone had loaded up this for use as the stations 
antenna? 


The large faded letters on the front of the building were almost like 
the voice of a ghost. It was sad, and nostalgic --- all at the same 
time. 


Railroad fans use the term "fallen flags" to refer to railroads that 
no longer exist. Think of companies like Conrail, or Southern. Their 
boxcars can still be seen on trains today, echoes from railroads past. 
I couldn't help but thinking of the term "Fallen Flag" when it came to 
this station. Had it once been a hometown hero, reporting on local 
happenings, lost dogs, and obituaries. Or was it one of the many 
gospel/religious stations that seem to dot the southern landscape more 
than any other? 


A quick check of Wikipedia revealed a little more, but not much. It 
looks like the station went off the air in 2002---but it's absent from 
my logbook. How could I have missed a 1,000 watt daytime only station, 
less than 15 miles from my home? Hmmm.... 


I wonder if anyone out there logged this station? And I can't help but 
wonder how many more stations like this we'll lose in the years ahead.

Actually, my lovely bride, Abby took the photos; while I walked our 
dog. She's a long-suffering wife of a ham and DX'er. Nice of her to 
put up with sudden stops to document long lost radio stations! 73,

I heard them at sunset October 1, 1973. Never was sure of the city's 
pronunciation, since Webster's Geographical Dictionary didn't have an 
entry for Calera. Thanks to various YouTube postings from Alabama, I 
now know it's Kuh Leer Uh. 


They're one of all too many 1370 "Fallen Flags" - anybody remember 
these, all listed in the 1991 NRC AM Radio Log?

xk US A. [Re 15-19:] R.I.P. WAGL-1560 [SC] --- WAGL was a regular 
visitor every afternoon into central Fla giving the 5 kW daytimers in 


Melbourne and Inverness fits during critical hours. They ran a four 
tower array giving them about 270 kW to the south. Several times over 
the past 20 years I picked them up in Grand Turk and on the north 
coast of the Dominican Republic. They squirted out about 20 kW to the 
NNE toward Charlotte. 


It was a sad road to the end. The station tried country, classic 
country and Music of Your Life in the final years, supplemented by 
religious programs in the morning, but nothing really worked. They 
were into a web presence early on, selling a business directory to 
local businesses. I would guess the electric bill was close to 3 
grand a month. Len's demise and that of the station were on a parallel 
path. Sad there was no one to carry on, but Lancaster has almost 
become part of the metro of Charlotte and the metro FM's have killed 
local radio in the area. As DXers we have lost a great target and it 
will be missed (Jerry Kiefer FL, May 12, IRCA via DXLD) 


xx US A. I can hear NPR 'news' on at least a dozen FM stations in the 
late afternoon, and part of that is paid for with Tax [or tax write 
off] dollars! At least on commercial radio ads are paying there way, 
so they must be working with listeners (Farmerik, ABDX via DXLD) 


I love ya, but you are repeating some very discredited talking points 
from the right-wing (not that there's anything wrong with that [sic]). 
NPR is mainly funded by program fees from affiliates, as well as 
station dues & fund-raising dollars from listeners during those week- 
long events where the stations ask for donations. Based on the most 
recent figures I've seen, NPR gets about 5% of its budget from 
taxpayers. 


As for the myth that NPR is part of the so-called "liberal media," 
listeners to NPR don't seem to agree. Politically, the listeners are 
about equal -- 45% Republican and 55% Democratic. And in many cities, 
NPR stations are in the top 5 in the 35-54 year old demographic. You 
can look it up (Donna Halper, May 19, ABDX via DXLD) 


Re: AM radio news migrating to FM --- Donations made by tax payers and 
corporations to NPR may be written off as charitable deductions, 
unlike commercial stations, so all other tax payers and corporations 
have to make up for that by paying more taxes (FARMERIK, ibid.) 


Which is equally true of the much larger stream of donations that goes 
to EMF/K-Love/Air 1, Family Stations, AFR, Way-FM, EWTN, Starboard / 
Relevant Radio, Family Life Radio, Family Life Ministries, etc. etc. 


EMF xalonex took in over $139 million in donations in FY2013, all 
tax-deductible to the donors. It then turned around and used a big 
chunk of that money to buy more formerly-commercial stations, 


including WCCC-FM 106.9 right there in Connecticut for over $9 
million. Whatever taxes WCCC paid for its studio/transmitter sites and 
whatever revenue the state took in from taxes paid by WCCC employees 
went away when EMF took over. 


By contrast, right there in Connecticut, CPBN (parent to Connecticut 
Public TV and WNPR-FM) took in just over $5 million in donations, just 
under $8 million in underwriting support and just over $2 million in 
federal CPB funding. A quick look at its (publicly-available ) Form 
990 filing shows that it paid out over $6 million this year in salary 
alone to almost 300 employees, nearly all of which went to CT 
residents and was therefore taxable to CT and at the federal level. So 
was all of the money that for-profit companies made from the money 
CPBN spent on tower rent, equipment, etc. etc. 


So what was your point, again? 


(And again, there is no federal taxpayer support directly to NPR, and 
only very minimally to member stations. This point can't be repeated 
enough, evidently.) (Scott Fybush, NY, May 20, ABDX via DXLD) 


My point was simply that I could hear the same NPR news every 
afternoon on at least a dozen local FM stations, and I contrasted that 
specifically to Commercial radio stations. I also commented I am glad 
there are so many program choices so I can DX. Not really anything 
else (FARMERIK, ibid.)

The Federal Communications Commission has issued a Public Notice 
announcing a rulemaking number for REC's LP-250 proposal. Comments 
are now being accepted between now and June 15, 2015.

Items proposed in RM-11749 include: 
The ability for existing LPFM stations to upgrade LP-250 based on 
technical availability without geographic restrictions such as those 


proposed in previous versions of LP-250. 


Allowing minor moves up to 11.1 km for LP-100 stations and up to 
14.1 km for LP-250 stations. 


Removing the contour overlap requirement for LPFM commonly-owned 
FM translators. 


Add additional protections for LPFM stations in respect to FM 
translators. 


Relief for the local programming requirement for LPFM stations on 
time share agreements.

Greetings, Paul, from Monterey, California. You are correct that RTI 
is one of the stations you are hearing on 7200 (about 1000-1300 UT). 
Because they are broadcasting in Chinese, China does not want the 
people on the mainland to hear RTI programming, so they jam it with 
the programming of CNR1, thus making it very hard to make out what is 
said via RTI programs. You should have no problem confirming one of 
the 7200 stations is CNR1 by checking for parallel programming on 6125 
kHz, which is broadcasting non-jamming CNR1 programming. That is a 
frequency I often use to tell if I am hearing CNR1 jamming against 
Sound of Hope, Radio Free Asia, Voice of America, etc. As you have 
noted, both RTI and CNR1 jamming are about equal strength on 7200. I 
have not heard Myanmar at all since RTI and CNR1 started broadcasting 
there. 


An excellent reference for these jammed stations is Aokiis database 
http://www. geocities.jp/binewsjp/ic/bia15.txt 

You will note an asterisk (ixi) next to RTI on 7200, meaning that RTI 
is in fact jammed. Most jamming is done by broadcasting the 
programming of CNR1, but there is also Firedragon/Firedrake jamming, 
which is loud Chinese music used to cover the blocked station. It 
sounds like loud Chinese opera music, but never with any singing. CNR1 
programming is the most prevalent type of jamming that the PRC uses. 
Hope this helps (Ron Howard, ibid.)

HOW THE FTC IS TRYING TO PROTECT SHOPPER DATA CAUGHT UP IN 

RADIOSHACK'S BANKRUPTCY --- By Andrea Peterson May 18 at 11:11 AM

RadioShack's financial demise may leave techies with one less place to 
buy gizmos and their information on the auction block: Customer data 
that the retailer collected over decades was among the assets for sale 
to the higher bidder as part of RadioShack's bankruptcy. 


Tens of millions of customer records are up for sale, including more 
than 66 million containing information about the physical addresses of 
shoppers and 8 million associated with e-mails along with "transaction 
data," according to the Associated Press -- despite promises not to 
sell data to third parties in the company's privacy policy. 


The move drew objections from dozens of state attorneys general and 
companies like AT&T and Apple, which partnered with the retailer to 
market their products. And now the government's privacy watchdog, the 
Federal Trade Commission, has weighed in with a letter to 
court-appointed consumer privacy ombudsman in the bankruptcy case. 


"We understand that RadioShack's customer information constitutes a 
potentially valuable asset," FTC Consumer Protection Bureau chief 
Jessica Rich wrote. We are concerned, however, that a sale or transfer 
of the personal information of RadioShack's customers would contravene 
RadioShack's express promise not to sell or rent such information and 
could constitute a deceptive or unfair practice under Section 5 of the 
FTC Act." 


[Bankrupt RadioShack wants to sell off user data. But the bigger risk 
is if a Facebook or Google goes bust.] 


Hedge fund Standard General, which bought 1,743 of RadioShack's store 
leases this spring and intends to co-brand them with with Sprint, led 
the bidding for the now defunct retailer's brand name along with other 
intellectual property including the customer data trove. But the deal 
still must be approved by a Delaware bankruptcy court. A hearing for 
the process is set for later this week. 


"The firm has been working with the state attorneys general to ensure 
that the customer data is protected, and has committed to maintain 
RadioShack's strict privacy policies," a Standard General spokesman 
told the Post. 


The FTC isn't asking the court to kill the deal, but it is 
recommending conditions it argues could help consumers' privacy. For 
instance, the FTC wants the data to be sold as part of a larger deal, 
not as a standalone asset. 


The agency also wants the buyer to be in the same line of business as 
RadioShack and agree to adhere to the terms of RadioShack's privacy 
policy -- as well as get “affirmative consent" from consumers before 
making changes to the policy that affect data collected by RadioShack. 


These terms are similar the ones laid out in a settlement FTC reached 
with online retailer Toysmart.com about the potential bankruptcy sale 


of its data in violation of its privacy policy back in 2000. The data 
in that case, which involved names, addresses, billing information, 
shopping preferences and family profiles, including the names and 
birth dates of children, was eventually destroyed. The agency has also 
sent letters about proposed data sales in the bankruptcies of other 
companies, such as Borders and XY Magazine.

DE-FACTO FENCE BEVERAGE ANTENNAS 


[IRCA] Steel wire fence in Venice, CA (near Los Angeles) --- I didn't 

have my radio with me at the time, but there is a steel wire fence on 

a bike path in Venice CA which is around 1000 feet. Could this work as 
a pre-made beverage? Can you tap a beverage with a simple coil around 

it, or what is the best approach?

Usually I just put my radio on the fence and it boosts reception 
strength significantly. Unfortunately it'd be untuned, so local 
stations would likely overload the receiver, negating most of the 
advantage and masking the weaker signals that otherwise would be 
heard. 


I should clarify (in case there's any confusion) that I mean metal 
fences in general, like chain-link fences or other wire fences. I 
haven't been to or tried that specific fence. It also works for 
utility pole ground wires, although in those cases you also have the 
noise from the powerlines to deal with. I've found even that can vary, 
too. 73, (Stephen Airy, ibid.) 


Some unknowns here, Aaron: is it a single wire on supports? A "wire 
fence" is a grid of wires in many people's minds, and that's mostly a 
random chunk of metal as far as being a radio antenna. If it is a 
Single wire on supports, are the supports non-conductive? 


Because the bike path is parallel to the salt water, your Beverage 
effect may be quite compromised by the water's electrical 
conductivity. I suspect you might just get extra signal strength 
without much directional effect. As for hooking up to it, that would 
depend on what sort of radio you're using. How would you hook up a 
random wire to that radio? That might be a good starting point. Good 
luck with this, (Nick Hall-Patch, BC, ibid.) 


Nick, I should clarify that it is a steel cable fence. So there were 
three cables running parallel to the ground, that do not touch each 
other and appeared unbroken. Each steel cable consisted of several 
twisted smaller wires (but still heavy gauge). 


The cables ran through slots in fence posts - maybe 10 feet apart. 
The supports looked non-conductive, but that would need to be tested. 


At the time I had a portable Degen 1103 - which I haven't used with an 
external antenna on MW (and I'm not sure how to override the internal 
MW antenna - you might have to induce the signal into it with a coil). 


I also have a QS1R which I would just connect any antenna directly to 
the antenna connector. But my main question is: "How effective is it 
to use a pickup coil on a beverage antenna?" I'm guessing there'd be a 
loss of sensitivity (though maybe not a huge issue if the antenna is 
long enough - as the signal/noise ratio would still be very good). 
Would there be any loss of directionality? 


I didn't even consider that saltwater conductivity would hurt the 
beverage directionality! How far should the beverage antenna be from 
saltwater? Thanks, (Aaron, ibid.) 


Chuck Hutton might have a clearer explanation of the effect of the 
salt water off the top of his head, Aaron, if he wants to check in. 
Beverages "work" because of the approaching wave front being tilted by 
"dragging" along non-conductive ground (to be simplistic), but the 
conductive salt water doesn't tilt the wave front nearly so much. Mind 
you, many of our desired signals are already tilted by the way they 
are propagated, so --- 


I have actually used a 1000' wire along a Pacific coast pier in 
southern California many years ago, and heard TP's but it was a bit of 
a fly by night (or at least by sunrise) operation, so I wasn't able to 
compare it with anything else, or do a serious study of its 
directivity. 


As for the "pickup coil" idea, I think you would be better off to use 
a 9:1 transformer (make it an autotransformer if you can't get an 
external ground, presumably to the salt water) to connect to the QSR1. 
With the Degen, you'd need to experiment; maybe coil some wire around 
the radio, one end to the "Beverage", one end to the ground of the 
Degen, battery negative terminal or headphone jack sleeve. Pretty hit 
and miss I'd guess. Best wishes, (Nick Hall-Patch, BC, ibid.)

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 - 17 May 2015 


Solar activity was low from 11-15 May. The largest event of the 
period was a C9/1n at 13/1838 UTC associated with a filament 
eruption near Region 2345 (N16, L=113, class/area Axx/020 on 13 
May). Region 2339 (N13, L=129, class/area Fkc/900 on 08 May) was the 
most active region on the disk and produced 19 C-class events during 
the period. There were several filament eruptions observed during 
the period however, none of them turned out to be geoeffective. 
Solar activity decreased to very low levels for 16-17 May. 


The greater than 10 MeV proton flux at geosynchronous orbit was 
enhanced on 12 May reaching a peak flux of 6 pfu at 12/0720 UTC but 
never crossed alert threshold. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal to moderate levels on 11-13 May before reaching high levels 

daily for the remainder of the period in response to effects from a 
negative polarity coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). 


Geomagnetic field activity was at unsettled to active levels on 11 
May and mostly unsettled levels on 12 May due to extended periods of 
negative Bz. On 13 May, geomagnetic field conditions increased to 
active to major storm levels due to the onset of a recurrent 
negative polarity CH HSS. Quiet to unsettled levels persisted on 
14-15 May as effects from the HSS subsided. Quiet conditions 
prevailed for the remainder of the period. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 MAY - 13 JUNE 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels with a chance 
for C-class flares and a slight chance of M-class flares on 18 May 
before decreasing further to only a chance for C-class flares once 
Region 2339 rotates fully around the west limb on 19 May. The chance 
for M-class activity increases on 25 May with the return of old 
Region 2335 (S15, L=192) and remain elevated through the remainder 
of the forecast period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at moderate to high levels from 18-28 May due to 
residual effects from last weeks negative polarity CH HSS followed 
by effects from an anticipated positive polarity HSS due to become 
geoeffective on 18 May. Normal to moderate levels are expected to 
prevail with the exception of 31 May-01 Jun, 04-06 Jun, and 10-12 
Jun following various recurrent CH high speed streams. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be quiet to active on 
18-19 May due to effects from a positive polarity CH HSS. Mostly 
quiet conditions are expected from 20 May to 01 Jun. Quiet to 
unsettled conditions with a chance for active periods are expected 
on 02-03 Jun due to effects from a negative polarity HSS followed by 
quiet conditions through 06 Jun. Unsettled conditions are expected 
on 07 and 10 Jun as well as active to minor storm conditions on 
08-09 Jun due to the anticipated return of the recurrent negative 
polarity CH HSS that yielded major storm conditions this week. 
Mostly quiet conditions are expected for the remainder of the 
period.
